General Manager William Miller, Ш said the two-tandem 
mill ground a total of 2,297,241 tons during the 148 day 
season, averaging 15,595 tons a day...which is higher than thé 
record set by the mill two years ago. - 

“I don't have all the data yet,” Miller said, ‘‘but there has 
been a reduction in the amount of cane per acre and in the 
yield of sucrose.’’ : 

He said the mill produced a total of 195,205 tons of raw 
sugar and 18,181,000 gallons of molasses for the year. 

The reduction in yields, of course, is a direct result of the 
week-long freeze in January, which is also responsible for 
daily and weekly records of grinding. 4 

Miller said the new record for the amount of cane ground 
per day was set at 21,109 tons and the weekly record was 
140,227 tons (averaging 20,032 tons per day). 

He said the records were set in an attempt to salvage cane 
following the freeze. 

Miller went on to comment that the final amount of 
damages from the freeze wasn't completed this year since all 
plant cane was damaged at least to some extent. 

The full extent probably won't be known until harvest 
begins next year and other varibles which will affect that crop 
include the weather during the summer.

The National Dividend Plan, or the NDP as it's sometimes 
called, isn't anything new but there are a lot of people 
who've never heard of it. 

The whole idea is to stop putting corporate taxes into the

The main reason behind the NDP ish't'a handout, though.

If the plan were implemented as it now stands, and there is 
a bill due to be dumped in the Congressional hopper this 
year, the $750 wouldn't be taxable and would be distributed 
by banks, who would be allowed to hold the money long 
en to pay for their services. And that even kills the 

administrative overhead. 

Since the money would then be spent by the recipients, or 
invested, the economy would be. stimulated, really 
stimulated ifistead of using ''funny money'' and employment 
would go down, decreasing the number of people who would 
be on unemployment and welfare.

"Hil" came the reply on the 
same sheet of paper. "FIRST you 
feel, and THEN you write! Write 
about what you know, see, hear, 
feel in your own fresh language." 

But if Miss Brooks' reply was a 
direct, to-the-point answer to the 
question, many of the replies 
advised the students to continue 
their educations and to build a 
self-discipline. There were also a 
number of biographical sketches 


E enclosed with the replies. 


One of the  most-repeated 
requests made by the students 
was advise for a Black' teenager 
today, and it drew a variety of 
responses. 

August Baker, the recently 
retired coordinator of Children's 
Services for the New York 
Library System, said one of the 
most important things for a Black 
teen to remember is that he is 
working and living in a greater 
society. 

“We must learn to read and 
speak the prevailing English of 
today,” she wrote. “Be proud to be 
Black but be equipped to compete 
in the job market with whites.” 

“Analyze yourself,” wrote poet 
Mari Evans of Indianapolis, “It 
will take a lifetime. Don't be 
ashamed of your weaknesses, deal 
with them; don't be arrogant and 
vain about your strenytns...snare 
them with those people who need 
them most. 


"Read everything..that speaks 
to you about the society you live 
in, Decide some of the things that 
faust be done; know what you can’ 
or €annot do, how you fit into the 
overall picture. If there are areas 
you really can affect (and there 
will be) you won't need to be 
rhetorically in support of some- 
thing you can be 'actively in 
support of." 


"I doubt that I can provide any 
real valuable pearls of wisdom for 
Black teenagers in today's 
society,"' New Rochelle, N.Y. 
banker William Branch wrote 
Nathaniel Strachan. "Like those of 
the past, I suspect today's 
teenagers already have a pretty 
good idea of ‘where it's at’ and 
what they need to do to get 
there.” 


"The rest," Branch said, "is 
really up to each of you, 
individually, to make those hard 
but honest . decisions that will

PAHOKEE-Pahokee. Ambulance * 


Services is serving the public with 
qualified personnel and completely 
advanced life-support equipment, 
being one of only two services in 
the county, out of ten, that is so 
equipped. The other service that 
offers advanced life support їз 
Quality Services in Boca Raton. 

According to Pahokee Ambu- 
lance Services Director Bobby 
Shackford, they are averaging 
four runs a day. The service 
covers-zone nine, an area from 
Rardin Park to the Martin County 
Line and the pumphouse at 20 
mile bend (499 miles). 

Pahokee's Ambulance = service 
has been in operation for three 
years.

Florida State Employment's Pat 
Meier dropped off something along 
the lines of an editorial.

need more. “A lot of those 

volunteers are not available during 

the day,” Shackford noted. “We 
need more volunteers.” 

In order to qualify as a volun- 
teer, Shi explained, one 
must.1) be 18 years old, 2) 
complete an advanced first aid 
course, 3) complete an EMT course 
and 4) complete a Cardio Pulmona- 
ty Resuscitation (CPR) course. 
Shackford is qualified to teach all 
three courses. 

To qualify as an ambulance 
driver, one must 1) have a 
chauffeur's license, 2) complete an 
advanced first aid course, 3) be 25 
years old and 5) have had no 
accidents in the past three years. 

In addition to the need for 
volunteers, the service needs a 
new ambulance to replace its 
four-year-old’ Dodge’ van that has 
been serving as an ambulance. 
“Until the money can be raised for 
the new ambulance, the county. 
has agreed to lease an ambulance 
to us for three to six months,” 
Shackford said. 

“We are appealing to the public 
to help raise the money ($20,000) 
he said. Tax deductible donations 
may be made to the Pahokee 
Ambulance Services Memorial 

- Fund, P.O. Box 721, Pahokee, to 
the Ambulance Office (a trailer 
behind Everglades Memorial Hos- 
pital), or to Accountant Leonard 

Dobrow's office. 

They hope to get the county 
leased ambulance next week, 
Shackford noted. Besides the van, 
the service has a new 1976 
ambulance. “We have the equip- 
ment for two ambulances,” Shack- 
ford said, so a second ambulance 
would complete’ the outfit.

„А program on Russia, from the 
viewpoint of touring students, was 

resented by Faith and J. P. 
sm at the luncheon meeting of 
the Pahokee Women's Club on 
March 25. 


Introduced by Katherine Powell, 
chairman of the International 
Affairs Committee, the Sassers 
£e a unique account of life in 

ussia, illustrating their "travel- 
ogue with colored slides. 


James Paul Sasser and his 
sister, Faith, left Montreal, Canada 
in January 1976, with a up of 
students from the United States, 
ona trip to Czeehoslovakia, Poland 
and Russia. It was strictly an 
educational trip with no luxuries. 
As students they were given an 
insight into the life and conditions 
in Russia that is not avaialable to 
the average tourist. 


Upon reaching Russia, they 
found traveling difficult. When 
buses were used, some were so 
cold that icicles hung down inside 
from the handrails. Hotel accomo- 
dations for the students were 
almost non-existent. Many times 
they slept on the floor in museums 
or banks. Soon they learned to 
stuff blankets around the windows 
to keep the cold out. The food ws 
poor, often breakfast consisted of 
sauerkraut and hotdogs. 


Each night the group met with 
other 7-2-0 for discussions and 
an exchange of viewpoints. 


The Sassers brought out addi- 
tional facts about Russia. The 
buildings are huge, as the Russians 
don't build anything small. Most of 
the people live in large apartment 
buildings and public housing units. 


All the orthodox churches are 
now museums and open to the 
public. Women are the work force, 
since most of the men were killed 
in the wars. A^ 

Christmas trees are. decorated 
and displayed in Russia, but to 
them it is to celebrate the New 
Year. 


No one is permitted to drive a 
car inside the Kremlin. The city of 
Moscow has crows, instead of 

igeons, as do the cities in the 
United States. 

Color television із excellent in 
Russia. Their programs are 
culturai with. no commercials, 
featuring travelogues and three 
hour movies. 


It is uncommon to see two 
people dancing together, is anoth- 
er interesting fact. They dance as 
a group. 

Among the outstanding slides 
shown, from the historic point of 
view, were the one showing the 
beautiful winter palace at Lenin- 
grad, built by Peter the Great, 
which contains three times as 
many works of art, as the Louvre 
in Paris. 

Lovely, also, were the views of 
the summer palace, which original- 
ly had 1400 rooms before being 
destroyed in the war. However, it 
is being restored. 
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The most beautiful slide, artist- 
cally, was of an enormous tree, 
with every limb and twig covered 
with snow, looking like a scene 
from fairyland.
